AGREEMENT, MISSION HAS INFORMALLY ADVISED AGENCY'S LEGAL 
DIVISION OF FACT THAT U.S.-GOC BILATERAL AGREEMENT WILL 
EXPIRE ON MARCH 28, 1977, AND THAT WE HAVE UNDER CONSIDERATION 
A PROPOSED PROTOCOL TO EXTEND THE CURRENT TRILATERAL 
SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT WHICH OTHERWISE WOULD 
EXPIRE ON THAT SAME DATE. WE HAVE ALSO INFORMALLY 
PROVIDED AGENCY LEGAL DIVISION STAFF MEMBER WITH TEXT OF 
DRAFT PROTOCOL SET FORTH IN PARA 10 REFTEL. 
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2. AGENCY'S LEGAL DIVISION HAS PROPOSED A REVISED 

DRAFT PROTOCOL SET FORTH BELOW, MOST OF WHICH INVOLVES 

STYLISTIC CHANGES BUT ALSO INCLUDES ONE SIGNIFICANT 

SUBSTANTIVE ADDITION, I.E., AN EXPLICIT CONFIRMATION 

THAT THE UNDERTAKINGS IN THE SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER 

AGREEMENT PRECLUDE THE USE OF ANY ITEM SUBJECT TO 

SUCH AGREEMENT "FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF ANY NUCLEAR WEAPON 
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OR TO FURTHER ANY OTHER MILITARY PURPOSES 
OR EOR THE MANUFACTURE OF ANY OTHER NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE 
DEVICE THIS IS ALSO CONSISTENT WITH AGENCY PRACTICE TO 
MAKE THIS PROVISION EXPLICIT IN ALL SAEEGUARDS 
AGREEMENTS, AND IS CONSISTENT WITH SUBSTANCE OF 
WHAT U.S. PROPOSES IN ITS EXCHANGE OE NOTES WITH 
GOC PER REFTEL. FYI. MISSION STRONGLY SUPPORTS 
INCLUSION OF THIS PROVISION, SINCE IT COULD ALSO 
BE HELPFUL IN DEALING WITH CURRENT DIFFICULTIES WITH 
ROK SUSPENSION PROTOCOL. END FYI. 

3. MISSION BELIEVES AGENCY'S VERSION OF DRAFT 
PROTOCOL IS ACCEPTABLE, AND IF DEPT/ERDA AGREE, WE 
RECOMMEND THAT EMBASSY BOGOTA BE REQUESTED TO 
SUBSTITUTE IT FOR TEXT CONTAINED PARA 10 REFTEL. 

4. TEXT OF AGENCY'S DRAFT IS AS FOLLOWS: 


QUOTE PROTOCOL PROLONGING THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE REPUBLIC OP COLOMBIA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION OF 
SAFEGUARDS 

QUOTE WHEREAS THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ATOMIC ERERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS 
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SIGNED ON 9 DECEMBER 1970 (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO 
AS THE "SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT ") PROVIDES 
THAT IT WILL REMAIN IN FORCE DURING THE TERM OF THE 
AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THEE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA CONCERNING CIVIL USES OF 
ATOMIC ENERGY SIGNED ON 9 APRIL 1962, AS AMENDED BY 
AN AGREEMENT SIGNED ON 24 FEBRUARY 1967 (HEREINAFTER 
REFERRED TO AS THE "AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION"), 

QUOTE WHEREAS THE AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION WILL, BY 
ITS TERMS, EXPIRE ON 28 MARCH 1977, 

QUOTE WHEREAS SECTION 33 OF THE SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER 
AGREEMENT PROVIDES THAT IT MAY BE PROLONGED FOR 
FURTHR PERIODS AS AGREED BY THE PARTIES: 

QUOTE NOW, THEREFORE, THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
AGENCY (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS THE 'AGENCY'), 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA HAVE 
AGREED AS FOLLOWS: 
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QUOTE 1. THE UNDERTAKINGS BY THE GOVERNMENT OE THE 
REBULIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA IN SECTIONS 2 AND 3 OF THE SAFEGUARDS 
TRANSFER AGREEMENT PRECLUDE THE USE OF ANY ITEM 
SUBJECT TO THE SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT FOR THE 
MANUFACTURE OF ANY NUCLEAR WEAPON OR TO FURTHER ANY 
OTHER MILITARY PURPOSE OR FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF ANY 
OTHER NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE DEVICE. 

QUOTE 2. THE SAFEGUARDS TRANSFER AGREEMENT SHAL 
CONTINUE IN FORCE UNTIL THE AGENCY HAS, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE TERMS OF THAT AGREEMENT, TERMINATED 
SAFEGUARDS ON ALL ITEMS SUBJECT TO THAT AGREEMENT. 

QUOTE 3. THIS PROTOCOL SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE UPON 
SIGNATURE BY OR FOR THE DIRECTOR GENERAL OF THE 
AGENCY AND BY THE AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
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GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.
